Speaking of current post -mod- 
ern philosophy. Dr. Smith said 
that for 2.500 years philosophers 
have argued over which meta- 
phy ieal ystetn i true. He added, 
"lor them to agree that none is.

The worlds of the 20th century 
artists are "paradoxical, devoid of 
sense; they are worlds into which

Dr. Smith pointed to Sayre's 
play. "The Flies," as an example. 
In this play "no act is right or 
wrong in itself.”
